H arbor. 
It is the story of a Nazi agent who, by his own adm ission, perfected 
a signal system to speed news of A m erica's w arship stren g th a t P earl 
H arbor to the Japanese attack in g forces. The carefully-w orked-out 
system w as made known to the Nipponese foreign office in Tokyo Just

Aided By Wife 
It is the story, as well, of the 
spy's wife, Freidel Kuehn, ow ner 
of an extrem ely high-pow ered pair 
of field glasses. Mrs. Kuehn w ent 
to Japan three years ago and is 
reported to have returned w ith de­ 
scriptions of Am erican and B rit­ 
ish islands in the Pacific and w ith 
$16,000 in cash. 
It is the tale also of K uehn's 
step-daughter 
who 
operated 
a 
beauty parlor "for the famiUea of 
navy men in the islands.” 
OWI stated th a t less th an tw o 
m onths belat* th* surprise attac k 
on the P earl H arbor base, a J a p ­ 
anese 
consulate 
official 
gave 
Kuehn $14,000. The 
m oney 
w as 
brought to Kuehn * home, which 
was later discovered to have been 
a link in the signal system . 
The G erm an 
espionage

soon th e re afte r volunteered to help 
the Japanese in spying out fac ts 
about A m ericas 
defenses.

offer accepted, Kuehn 
w ent

Pearl H arbor and later presented

tabulation of

ian w aters.” 
N early Lost Life 
For these acts, 
Kuehn 
very 
nearly paid w’lth his life. He w as 
arrested the day a fte r P earl H ar­ 
bor, soon confessed and w as con­ 
victed by the m ilitary com m ission 
in H aw aii of violating the w ar­ 
tim e espionage act. He w as sen t­ 
enced to be shot, but the sentence 
w as com m uted to 50 years at hard 
labor. His wife, step-son and step ­ 
daughter were interned as danger­ 
ous enem y aliens. 
Evidence against Kuehn w as pil­ 
ed up by special agents 
of 
the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
aided by m aterial furnished by the 
arm y 's m ilitary intelligence divi­ 
sion and the office of naval in ­ 
telligence. 
Here is the step-by-step 
story 
of K uehn's conspiracy, as built up 
from all available inform ation, in ­ 
cluding K uehn’s w ritten sta te m en t 
to the F B I: 
On or about O ctober 25, 
1941,

Laboratory Methods 
Used In Diagnosis 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, ML D. 
IN ARTICLES which have ap­ 
peared during the last two weeks, 
we began to go over in a system­ 
atic way the methods of diag-

nosis which the physician uses. 
The purpose of this series of arti­ 
cles is to try to explain what your 
doctor is trying to get at in his 
examination of you. 
• 
We stated that the most impor­ 
tant part of the diagnosis con­ 
sisted in the information obtained 
by taking the history of the illness 
in the patient’s own words. Then 
we discussed the physical exam­ 
ination, which is the information 
the doctor obtains by employing 
his senses of sight, feeling and 
hearing — in other words, the 
changed appearance of the pa­ 
tient’s skin is seen, the feeling of 
the pulse and the use of the steth­ 
oscope to listen to the cheat, etc. 
Most people, we believe, do not 
appreciate how important these 
two procedures are. We estimated 
that the history contributes at 
least 50 per cent to the final diag­ 
nosis and the physical examination 
by the physician’s unaided senses, 
25 per cent, so that 75 per cent of 
the diagnosis is made before any 
laboratory procedure is intro­ 
duced at all. 
Laboratory Examinations 
When one asks what are the 
most important laboratory exam­ 
inations which are used in diag­ 
nosis, I believe most physicians 
would agree that the routine ex­ 
amination of the urine and the 
blood would be selected. It is well 
over IOO year* since Richard 
Bright first found that in certain 
cases of kidney disease the urine 
would precipitate a coagulable 
substance when boiled. 
Bright used a teaspoon and a 
candle, whereas today we use a 
test tube and a Bunsen burner. 
The urine is a fluid which repre­ 
sents the excretion of many waste 
products from the body. When I 
was beginning practice, they used 
to estimate many of these, such as 
the urea and the uric acid. But 
this has been found to be of little 
information. 
One excretory product is sugar 
which may be an overflow from 
carbohydrate metabolism, which 
indicates diabetes. Anyone over

New Argentine Government 


Seen Improvement Over Old 
Ramirez Group Hoped at 


Least Half-W ay Democratic

• ARGENTINA S REVOLUTIONARY overthrow of President Ra­ 
mon S. Castillo rn favor of a Junta headed by Gen. Pedro Ramires, 
aa the republic a chief executive, may remain for a matter of weeks 
a good deal of a puzzle In the capitals of both the Axis powers and 
in those of the United Nations. 
There is no doubt that President Castillo’s attitude of nominal 
neutrality in World War II. but of real friendship for the Axis align­ 
ment, furnished the revolutionists with a first-class excuse for their 
coup. 
That other considerations may have weighed with them more 
SU he tarnally than that particular one is recognized as a possibility. 
Residents of Uruguay, illustratively, are in an especially advan­ 
tageous position to assess developments on the Argentine side of the 
Rio de la Plata for just what they are worth. Their 
metropolis of Montevideo is almost a suburb of Bue­ 
nos Aires, where the recent revolution occurred. It 
was from Montevideo, indeed, that the outsids world 
received the first news of its outbreak. 
Now, among the New World peoples the Uruguay­ 
ans have been the most aolidly friendly to the United Nations in the 
present conflict. Their country is too small to signify from a military 
standpoint but there has been no question as to their sympathies. 
Their traditions are democratic and the very fact that they are 
numerically peewees all the more tends to incline them to snuggle 
up to the big democratic folk. 
Ex-President Castillo, as indicated by his Argentine pro-Axis tend- 
ency, is not democratic a bit. He is a plutocrat and an aristocrat, 
too. Given time, he might conceivably have attempted a territorial 
Mal* a1 a hiUf atlatl ow Uke Uruguay, It ta hard to believe that the 


Uruguay 


intensely 
Interested 


Uruguayans have not been suspicious of him. 
If he had been capsized by a genuinely democratic Argentina, 
Uruguay certainly should have been delighted. Well, Montevideo* 
press and statesmanship do not exactly deplore the revolution across 
the Rio de la Plata but they do express regret that it is not as anti- 
totalitarian as what they had hoped for. It has been a bad jab at 
Axis morale. There is no denying it. 
Possibly General Ramirez and his junta will remain a trifle neu­ 
tral. 
He will not be as pro-Axls as President Castillo was, anyway. 
The fact is that the Argentine masses have been somewhat mis­ 
represented since the Rio de Janeiro conference, seeking to bind the 
Americas together. Nineteen of the 20 w'ere spoken for by true demo­ 
crats. Argentina, accidentally was spoken for by a totalitarian dele­ 
gation, of Ex-President Castillo’s philosophy, and they MIS-repre­ 
sented their republic. 
I take it that the average Latin-American IS an American. 
lf I am any kind of a judge, I spent several years in Argentina 
and have a daughter and two grandchildren who were born there. 
Do I know the natives! 
Nothing makes me madder than to refer to an 
Argentino as an “Argentinian.” It is like describing 
an American as an “Amerikinian.” 
An American is an American. To be specific, he is 
a Yankee.

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40 years of age should have the 
urine examined once a year in 
order to determine whether this 
condition has started or not, be­ 
cause it can be successfully con­ 
trolled if taken in time. 
When the kidney or th* bladder 
is diseased, various cells, blood or 
other products appear in the urine 
and these indicate local disease 
and they can be seen with tbs 
microscope. 


Examination of Blood 
A routine examination of the 
blood can be done very simply 
merely by obtaining a drop of 
blood from the lobe of the ear, al­ 
lowing it to absorb on soft paper 
and comparing it to a color scale 
which shows how much hemoglo­ 
bin is present. The blood is impov­ 
erished by so many organic dis­ 
eases that this gives a very good 
indication as to whether condi­ 
tions have gone far enough to be 
serious or not. 
Of course, if this test indicates 
a low hemoglobin, the red cells 
can be counted and should be 6 
million on our standard. 
The 
white cells of the blood can also be 
counted end indicate whether or 
not the body is responding to an 
infection. 
Another blood test that can be 
done quickly and which indicates 
whether the patient has an or­ 
ganic or a functional disease ie 
the so-called sedimentation rate 
test. In organic disease the blood 
cells are heavy and settle to the 
bottom of the tube more rapidly 
than normal. This is a yardstick 
to determine whether or not tbs 
patient is really sick. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
G. B.: I heard a man on the 
radio say that sulfanilamide would 
cure cancer, as well as many other 
diseases. Is this true? 
Answer: Sulfanilamide is valu- 
abit in pneumonia, meningitis, 
urinary infections and some forms 
of arthritis. It is valueless in a 
great many infections, including 
the common cold, in which it actu­ 
ally probably does harm. It has no 
influence on cancer whatever.

In the Sky 


HAVE YOU ever seen Venus 
j in the bright daylight ?
